Characteristic of this opposition to publlo ownership 
and management is a statement by Harold C. Hanover, 
secretary-treasurer of the New York State Federation 
of Labor, which we quote in part: 
* "We In organised labor have - ! earned- many bitter 
lessons from agencies of government, whether state

done by private contractors In the years gone by. 

"When a municipality, a otate or the federal gov- 
ernment undertakes the erection and management of 
an Industry, whether It be the power Industry or an- 
other, the opportunity far true collective bargaining la 
gone.

The 
general, rule Is two delegates for 
each congressional district plus a 
total ot lour at-largo Iot the two 
senators. 

But, the ' OOP allows on jj on0 
delegate per district in some south- 
ern areas- where there are few Re- 
publicans. For example. Louisiana 
has two delegates for each ol Its 
first three districts and one for 
each of the remaining, five. 

In addition, there Is a "bonus" 
system allowing extra delegates to 
states carried by ^either party. In 
previous elections. 

The Democrats give a bonus of 
four delegates to each state carried 
by the Truman-Barkley ticket in 
the 1D48 election. The Republicans 
grant a bonus of six- delegates to 
any stole carried by the QOP In 
1B1B or which elected a Republican 
senator or governor In the 10 SO off- 
year balloting. 

New York has the biggest delega- 
tion to either convention— 00 to the 
Republicans, M to the Democratic. 

California will have a bigger voice 
In both conventions, than ever be-
